Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1963. 

The  number  of  births  has  increased  this  year  to  79  giving  a 
Birth  Rate  of  IS. 7 compared  with  a total  of  6 4 last  year'  with  a rate 
of  13=9*  The  number  of  deaths  has  also  increased,  being  60  giving 
a Bea'':h  Rate  of  14. 1 compared  with  44  last  year  with  a rate  of  9.6. 
Both  the  Birth  Rate  and  the  Death  Rate  are  above  the  figures  for 
England  and  Wales. 


The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  continues  at  a low  level, 
there  having  been  17  notifications  during  the  year.  There  were  no 
cases  of  Diphtheria  and  there  was  one  case  of  Food  Poisoning  reported. 

The  matters  receiving  most  attention  during  the  year  wore  Housing 
and  Pood  Hygiene.  The  response  to  the  Improvement  Grant  schemes  appears 
to  be  improving,  the  figures  for  1963  show  an  increase  on  the  previous 
year  and  it  is  known  that  there  are  many  mere  in  the  discussion  stage. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  learn  that  the  percentage  of  houso3  improved 
in  the  District  is  nearly  twice  the  National  average. 

The  Council's  building  programme  got  under  way  during  the  year, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  from  now  on  steady  progress  will  be  made  in  the 
Slum  Clearance  Programme, 

Regular  inspections  of  all  food  premises  have  been  maintained 
and  the  general  standard  of  hygiene  is  good. 

I would  again  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation  and  the  officers  for  their  support  during  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  fifth  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

By  far  the  major  proportion  of  the  work  of  the  department  has  been 
devoted  to  Housing  with  particular  reference  to  improvemnts,  repairs  and 
Sl’im  Clearance.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  applications 
for  Improvement  Grants  and  since  these  are  the  sole  responsibility  of  this 
department  a great  deal  of  work  is  entailed  firstly  in  advising  applicants 
regarding  possible  improvements  and  also  in  the  supervision  and  inspection 
of  the  work.  The  new  housing  estate  at  Overton  was  commenced  during  the 
year  and  when  this  scheme  is  completed  in  1964  the  5 yr  slum  clearance 
programme  for  the  Parish  of  Overton  will  be  complete. 

As  will  be  seen  in  the  report  all  aspects  of  Public  Health  Work  have 
received  attention  and  it  is  very  pleasing  to  note  the  very  small  amount  of 
Statutory  action  which  was  found  necessary. 

In  an  effort  to  further  public  interest  in  Local  Government  and  in 
particular  Public  Health,  talks  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  have 
been  given  to  meetings  of  the  Womens'  Institute.  Theso  talks  have  been 
well  received  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  continue. 

I would  like  once  again  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  consideration 
received  from  the  Council,  and  of  the  valuable  and  willing  help  extended 
to  me  by  the  Officials  and  Staff  of  the  Council,  and  in  particular  I would 
like  to  thank  Dr.  Cathcart  for  his  help  and  encouragement  during  the  year.

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

This  service  has  again  operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year  and 
regular  collections  were  maintained.  During  the  severe  weather  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year  extreme  difficulty  was  experienced  in  reaching 
some  of  the  more  isolated  properties,  but  it  is  to  the  credit  of  the  Contractor- 
and  his  operators  that  with  the  exception  of  a very  few  properties  which  w ere 
completely  unaccessible,  a regular  schedule  was  maintained. 

The  practice  of  Indiscriminate  tipping,  although  on  the  decrease,  still 
presents  quite  a problem  and  every  effort  is  made  to  remove  any  of  these 
eyesores  as  soon  as  possible  in  order  to  discourage  any  further  tipping. 

Two  refuse  tips  were  in  use  during  the  year  and  these  received  regular 
visits.  During  the  summer  months  the  tips  were  treated  with  tip  dressing 
at  regular  intervals  to  control  fly  infestations.  Regular  checks  were  also 
made  to  prevent  any  rat  infestations  developing.  One  minor  infestation  wa& 
found  at  one  tip  and  was  quickly  cleared.

CARAVANS. 


There  are  five  licensed  sites  in  the  District.  One  of  these  is  a 
holiday  site  licensed  for  15  caravans  and  the  remaining  four  sites  are 
single  residential  caravans.  All  sites  are  frequently  visited  and 
conditions  are  satisfactory.  At  the  holiday  site,  plans  are  being 
considered  for  improving  the  sanitary  and  washing  accommodation  and 
when  these  are  completed  the  facilities  will  be  highly  satisfactory.

Warning  letters  were  immediately  sent  and  the  caravans  were  removed 
without  any  further  action  being  necessary.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Council  is  the  water  undertaking  for  the  District  with  the 
exception  of  Bangor  Isycoed,  which  is  supplied  by  the  Wrexham  and 
East  Denbighshire  Water  Company.  There  are  also  several  smaller  private 
supplies  in  the  area.  The  Council's  water  is  supplied  by  the  Liverpool 
Corporation  whose  main  aqueduct  passes  through  the  District.  Both  this 
supply  and  that  of  the  Wrexham  and  East  Denbighshire  Water  Company  are 
satisfactory  as  regards  quality  and  quantity. 

A series  of  water  samples  taken  from  a private  supply  in  the 

Parish  of  Iscoy^  indicated  the  supply  being  badly  contaminated  and  all 
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consumers  (fortunately  only  seven  in  number)  were  immediately  warned 
to  boil  all  drinking  water  and  to  take  the  usual  precautions.  One  of 
the  premises  involved  was  a school  and  a new  supply  was  provided  to 
these  premises  from  an  adjoining  undertaking.  Negotiations  are  in  progress

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Work  commenced  during  the  year  on  the  long  awaited  scheme  for 
Bangor  Isycoed  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  in  operation  in  the 
summer  of  1964.  When  this  scheme  is  completed  a great  deal  of  work  is 
envisaged  as  a result  of  Improvement  Grants  and  Closet  Conversions  in 
the  village. 

Difficulties  have  arisen  with  the  scheme  for  Ovelrton  in  respect  of 
the  site  of  the  proposed  new  disposal  works  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
this  will  not  delay  the  scheme  for  too  long  a period. 

The  Council  will  shortly  be  considering  schemes  for  the  smaller 
villages  in  the  District  and  the  possibility  of  adopting  prefabricated 
units  for  these  schemes  is  being  considered. 
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HOUSING. 

The  year  saw  the  commencement  of  the  new  housing  estate  at  Overton.  This 
estate  will  include  18  Old  Persons  Bxxngalows  and  a Warden  service  will  be 
provided.  It  is  believed  that  this  will  be  the  first  scheme  of  it3  kind 
in  Flintshire,  When  this  estate  is  completed  in  the  Autumn  of  1964  the 
five  year  slum  clearance  programme  for  Overton  will  have  been  completed. 

Due  to  pressure  of  work  it  was  not  found  possible  to  make  a great 
deal  of  progress  with  the  overcrowding  survey,  but  this  work  is  being 
carried  out  whenever  the  opportunity  arises,  however  at  the  present  time 
most  of  it  is  being  done  as  a result  of  visits  made  to  houses  for  other 
purposes. 

There  was  a slight  increase  during  the  year  of  the  number  of 
applications  for  improvement  grants,  both  Standard  and  Discretionary, 

A large  percentage  of  the  work  of  the  department  is  interviewing  owners 
of  properties  in  an  attempt  to  persuade  them  to  carry  out  improvements 
to  their  premises,  I consider  that  time  spent  on  this  work  however  ill 
one  can  afford  it,  is  time  well  spent  as  many  people  have  little  or  no 
idea  of  how  properties  can  be  improved,  what  assistance  is  available, 

(this  despite  a great  amount  of  publicity)  and  how  to  set  about  it. 

Almost  every  single  applicant  for  a grant  now  asks  for  advice  from  this 
department  prior  to  the  application  being  made.  This  is  very  welcome  as 
valuable  time  is  saved  when  the  application  is  received  by  not  having  to 
return  plans  etc,  and  as  a result  it  is  most  unusual  for  an  applicant  to 
wait  longer  than  three  or  four  weeks  at  the  most  before  his  application  is 
approved. 

The  total  number  of  applications  for  grant  approved  to  date  is  10$ 
of  the  houses  in  the  district.  It  is  understood  that  this  is  nearly 
double  the  national  average.

Once  again  Food  Hygiene  has  taken  up  a large  portion  of  the 
departments  time  during  the  year.  Generally  speaking  the  standard  of 
hygiene  in  food  premises  is  good,  but  on  a few  occasions  lapses  oi 
personal  hygiene  and  minor  contraventions  of  the  Regulations  were 

noted  during  routine  visits.  , , 

The  work  of  supervising  mobile  food  shops  continues  to 
extremely  difficult.  There  appears  to  be  a constant  influx  of  new 
mobile  shops  into  the  area,  and  in  a Rural  District  this  creates 
great  difficulties  in  carrying  out  adequate  supervision.  It  is  d S 

more  and  more  essential  that  some  form  of  registration  of  these  vehicles 
should  be  adopted.  Under  the  present  system  it  could  be  many  months 
before  a new  vehicle  is  discovered,  and  if  one  of  these  should 
lacking  in  hygienic  conditions  a lot  of  damage  could  be  done.  Ihe 
majority  of  these  vehicles  are  well  designed  and  operated,  but  there 
still  remain  a few  which  leave  a lot  to  be  desired  and  1 1 

detection  of  these  that  registration  would  be  invaluable.
